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FAIR BUSINESS ALL AROUND. 


Mill Men Continue to Be Busy—Jobbers Say Trade Is

With the jobbing trade book and writings continue 
rather quiet. For both of these papers the demand during 
the month of March has not equaled the volume of business 
done in either January or February. This is the testimony 
of the jobbers themselves. As is usually the case there are 
a few exceptions. But in two cases where favorable re- 
ports were received on the trade of the past month the 
admission was made that the good showing in the sales 
books was almost wholly due to the timely arrival of some 
big orders. Notwithstanding the unsatisfactory condition 
of the jobbing business the situation seems to improve a 
little each week with the book and writing’ mills. The 
agents and manufacturers visited within the past few days 
all agree in saying that the demand is growing stronger. 
This week a large number of orders for book paper, which 
have just been placed, were shown the representative of 
Tue Paper Trape JourNAL as proof of the growing de- 
mand. The report from the writing mills is also in keep- 
ing with that made by those making book. Up to date, 
however, there is no improvement in quotations. Practi- 
cally all grades of manilas are in good demand. In these 
both the jobbing and manufacturing branches of the in- 
dustry are busy. While the volume of trade is large in 
manilas, orders are nearly all small in size. This fact sug- 
gests a lack of confidence in the future of the market. And 
perhaps this is the reason why quotations are no stronger. 
With regard to news paper the situation has not changed 
materially the past week. This is, in a measure, disap- 
pointing, as some increase in the demand should be shown, 
in view of the fact that this is the best time of the year 
for news paper. Although news is supposed to be a little 
more plentiful, still large orders are difficult to place at sat- 
isfactory quotations. Nearly all the mills report good

AppLeton, Wis., April 1.—The improvement noted during 
the past two weeks in the condition of business in the lower 
grades of paper continues, and manufacturers report them- 
selves as entirely satisfied with the way the situation is 
working itself out. While prices are low and have worked 
down somewhat since the first of the year the demand for 
paper is very considerably improved over what it was a 
month ago, and it is hoped that in time prices will show 
some improvement also. Manufacturers feel that the new 
mill construction which is being talked of for the coming 
season is not warranted by the facts of the market situa- 
tion and there is very little room for new enterprises. 
Notwithstanding this feeling on the part of those already 
in business, outsiders continue to manifest a desire to come 
into the business. It is a rather significant fact that the 
projection of new enterprises is being done entirely by 
outsiders, and that very little is being done by insiders in 
the way of increasing the capacity of their present mills.

Steady Improvement in Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, April 1.—Trade continues to improve 
steadily, though not with startling results. Scarcely more 
could be anticipated for the season under conditions that 
have prevailed. The price lists have been only slightly 
revised and few advances have been noted, yet there is a 
better feeling and prices are stronger by far than they 
were. This condition will do much to make a permanent 
improvement and one that has been absolutely necessary 
Business is not what it should be by any means and in 
some branches there is not a little hustling by the repre- 
sentatives. The demand for the grades most in use, how- 
ever, keeps up surprisingly well and the spring business 
is on. The best month of the season is looked for with 
the opening of April. The machinery trade is still active 
and this is.a certain indication of better business in the 
future. Paper dealers and heads of several large whole- 
sale houses report more business than they can well attend 
to, but margins are small. One concern stated that not 
only had the past year been the best in its history from the 
standpoint of volume of trade, but that prices had been 
most satisfactory under the circumstances and profits up 
to the usual mark M. V.

BRITISH PAPER TOPICS. 


Imports and Exports of Paper—The Condition of the Labor 
Market in the Paper Trade—The Pulp 
and Chemical Markets. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonvon, March 22.—The imports of foreign paper this 
year do not show such a rapid increase in value as in pri 
vious years. The total value during January and February 
last amounted to £683,528, and for the corresponding period 
of last year £676,605. During the first two months of this 
year the value of the imports of unprinted paper shows a1 
increase, the comparative amounts being £499,171 an: 
£490,675. In printed paper a falling off has taken place, 
the amounts being £59,819 and £60,648, while a drop has 
also to be recorded in the value of the imports of straw 
mill and wood pulp boards, viz., £124,538 against £125,282 

While the value of the imports of foreign paper into this 
country during the first two months of the present yea: 
only shows an increase of little more than I per cent. com 
pared with last year, the exports of British paper during 
the same period show an increase of over 28 per cent. This 
must be considered highly satisfactory, and it is to be 
hoped that the exports of British paper will go on steadily 
increasing. The total value during January-February last 
stands at £301,789, including writings, printings and enve- 
lopes to the value of £192,661; hangings, £42,827; bags, 
£3,540, and other description, £62,761. During the first two 
months of 1900 the total was £234,721, comprising writings, 
printings and envelopes, £146,056; hangings, £30,741, and 
other descriptions, £55,924. 

According to the labor correspondents of the Board 
Trade employment in the paper trade fell off during Feb 
ruary, the number of unemployed union members at the 
end of the month being 2.6 per cent., against 1.6 per cent. in 
January, and 2.3 per cent. in February last year. In the Tyne 
and Wear districts, five paper mills worked full time, and 
three others a little over half time. Among the paper mill 
workers at Leeds and the neighborhood employment was 
good, and the paper makers at Barnsley were also bus) 
Work was likewise reported as satisfactory in the paper 
mills near Plymouth and in the southwest of England. 

The paper market has a fair volume of business, but 
without special feature. 

Mechanical pulp is quiet, but Scandinavian makers ar: 
firm, moist pine being quoted at £3 2s. 6d. to £3 5s. There 
is a moderate call for chemical fibre. Unbleached sulphit: 
is quoted at £9 15s. to £10, and bleached sulphite at £12 Ios 
to £13 10s, 

The chemical market is quiet, the demand being limited 
both for home consumption and for export; with the re 
opening of the northern ports more activity is expected 
Alkali, 58 per cent., is firm at £4 15s. to £5. Caustic soda is 
steady, 76-77 per cent. being quoted £10 17s. 6d. to £11 5s 
and 70 per cent. £10 2s. 6d. to £10 7s. 6d. Bleach stands 
at £7 to £7 10s., and soda crystals are quoted £3 to £3 5s 
In foreign chemicals, bleaching powder is reported firn

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FAVOR TRADE ORGANIZATION. 


Philadelphians Discuss the Question Eagerly—What It 
Might Accomplish—Plenty of Work for the 
Right Kind of an Association. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT ] 

PuiLapevpuiA, April 2—Trade organization is eagerly 
discussed by all members of the trade. A tour of the 
warehouses and the exchange of views with the leaders 
show that there is not one who opposes organization, 
and only a small percentage who are not optimistic with 
regard to it. Considering the fact that in the distant past 
an organization was formed, after serious obstacles had 
been overcome, only to be broken by the failure of certain 
members to live up to the agreements entered into, and 
then by the attempt of some of them deliberately to profit 
by the pledges others made, there is little wonder that pes- 
simistic views should be heard. For three years or more 
intermittent efforts to organize have been made, but in 
every case the feeling was overwhelming that success 
was not in the reach of the organizers. They began their 
work handicapped by discouragements. To-day there is 
encouragement where gloom was before. Apparently it 
only needs a leader to launch an organization. 

“Father and we favor a trade organization,” said the 
two sons of John Simmons, who are associated with him 
in business. “Organization, without doubt, means power. 
We believe that the time is ripe for an attempt to organize 
in this city, and we will gladly join in the effort. And, by 
the way, R. George Buchanan or A. G. Elliot, Jr., would 
be good men to start the ball rolling. 

“As to the use of a trade organization this illustration is 
recalled: Some time ago an ordinance was pending be- 
fore councils prohibiting the distributing of circulars not 
enclosed in envelopes. If passed it meant the serious crip- 
pling of the paper industry. There was no organization 
to voice the sentiments of the trade, no representative pro- 
test, and the waste paper bill passed. If there had been an 
organization and a memorial had been sent to councils 
it is likely that the bill would have met a different fate, or 
would have been amended.” 

Said R. George Buchanan: “It is flattering to be named 
as an organizer, but I must be counted out. I will gladly 
be a follower, however. There is a real need for an or- 


ganization, for there are a number of things that might be 
acted on. Take, for instance, the matter of credits. These 
are in very bad shape, and I believe united action could 
bring about a change for the better. But when each dealer 
is working simply for himself he is forced by the feeling 
of competition, by the shadow, if not by the actuality, to 
do many things that he would not otherwise do. The mat- 
ter of free lancing on the part of salesmen not connected 
with any one house might also be considered. Free lances are 
so generally fought shy of these days that the evil has 
largely been corrected by individual action, but an organi- 
zation could accomplish at one time what houses acting 
by themselves can only accomplish after a long period.” 

“IT am not sanguine about a trade organization,” said 
Grellet Collins, of Dill & Collins: “I do not believe that 
it could grapple with the question of maintaining prices. 
If it applied itself to other matters than price regulation, 
it might accomplish good results. In the matter of regu- 
lating credits considerable good could be done. The free 
lance question might be solved, too. If a trade organiza- 
tion could maintain prices and could regulate credits it 
would beyond doubt be highly successful. To me the 
solution of the problems seems to lie with an outside and 
independent institution, a form of mercantile agency or an 
individual. But the trouble when an individual is elected 
to investigate credits, &c., is that he is somebody’s man 
and that somehow partiality is shown among the mem- 
bers of the organization. Still I should be glad to help 
along the movement for an organization. The chances 
for its success, are better now than they ever were, and 
nothing will demonstrate the possibilities of an organiza- 
tion so well as the actual organization of one. We should 
like to see an organization started, and after being started 
should like to see it consider the credit system and decide 
not to grant credit for more than thirty days. There is 
no uniformity in the matter now and all the trade suffers.” 

There is little doubt that if a representative dealer issued 
a call for a meeting he could gather together delegates 
from nearly all the leading houses in the city.

Dayton, Ohio, April 1.—Rainy weather witnessed the re- 
tirement of March, and while there was great apprehension 
for a time lest the valley should be flooded, it is now hoped 
that no damage will be done. However, the spring freshets 
are yet to come. This vicinity has experienced its most 
destructive floods in March, but few sections of the Miami 
Valley being exempt, and the passing of the month with 
merely high rivers but no overflow is a matter of con- 
gratulation. Many predict destructive floods early in April, 
but the majority believe that the danger is over. The 
streams are supplying ample power, this week being up to 
the usual stage.

The Black River Rises. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., April 1.—The steady rain of Tues- 
day and Friday night of last week and the continued thaw 
of the snow at the headwaters of Black River, in the 
Adirondacks, has caused the river to rise so that now it 
has reached a high point. Coming so early in the spring 


the freshet is a remarkable one, as it is about three weeks 
ahead of its usual time. 

The manufactories are considerably hindered by the 
high water. At the Bagley & Sewall Company’s plant no 
trouble is experieneced because of a special release flume, 
which is opened during periods of high water. 

At Taggart Brothers Company’s mill, on Morrison 
street, very little inconvenience has been caused by the 
high water. The mill was shut down for a short time this 
morning while the rack was being freed from ice. At the 
Ontario paper mill little difficulty is expected, unless the 
water continues to rise. If it rises 8 inches more it 
will necessitate the shutting down of the plant, but this is 
not looked for, as the water has dropped 3 inches since 
noon. 

At Philadelphia, N. Y., Indian River is a raging torrent, 
the water being ’way above high water mark. Sand street 
is but a lake and inhabitants have been compelled to leave 
their homes. F. M. 





Plenty of Water in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., April 1.—The rivers have commenced to 
boom again, and last Saturday some of the sluice gates in 
the dams on the Fox River were opened for the first time 
this season. The heavy snow of two weeks ago was fol- 
lowed by a week of warm weather, and water from the 
melting snows has choked every avenue of escape. On 
the Wisconsin River the mill men saw what was coming 
and made every preparation possible for it. “In the past

Plans are being drawn for a large addition to the Chem- 
ical Paper Mill, to combine an office and a finishing room, 
in size 60x140 feet.

Epidemic of Litigation at Muncie—It Is Directed Against 
the Muncie Pulp Company—The Amounts 
of Damages Claimed. 


Muncie, Ind., April 1—The owners of land and resi- 
dents in the vicinity of the Muncie pulp mill are up in 
arms. They have filed ten suits for damages in the Circuit 
Court. The owners of land near the mill claim that the 
refuse allowed to run into Buck Creek pollutes the waters 
until it is unfit for cattle to drink and that the channel of 
Buck Creek empties into White River and with the refuse 
from the Consumers Paper Company and West Muncie 
Straw Board Works makes the waters of the river foul, 
causing a deposit of the refuse on lands of the plaintiffs, 
which damage and make them untillable. The plaintiffs 
and the amount of damages claimed. are as follows: 

James M. Williamson, $2,500; Frank Luce, $800; Sim- 
uel Grice, $2.500; Wm. F. Wiggerly, $4,000; Edward Pul- 
lin and Sarah H. Harmon, $1,500, and Hannah S. Painter, 
$500; while J. P. Van Matre, Chas. Van Matre and Jane 
Van Matre ask for $3,000; Arthur F. Wiggerly, $1,000; 
Alexander Miller, $2,000; and David Campbell, $2,000, 
from the Consumers Paper Company, West Muncie 
Straw Board Company, and Muncie Pulp Company, 
jointly. 


Miami Valley Hydraulic Cases. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 1.—Several new phases in the hy- 
draulic suits have developed at Hamilton. Exceptions 
were filed to the report of J. J. Pater, receiver of the Ham- 
ilton and Rossville Hydraulic Company, in which he 
showed that he had arranged for a prospective income of 
$167,000 from paper concerns during the life of present 
leases. J. J. McMaken, one-third owner of the company, 
and another stockholder say that they have an interest in 
all claims due to the company and its assets, and they enter 
a protest against the compromise of the claims for water 
rent due from the Beckett Paper Company and Shuler & 
Benninghofen, woolen mill owners, as the receiver pro- 
poses. These claims were compromised for sums aggre- 
gating about $0,000.

In its answer to the suit of a Hamilton man against 
Kate C. Minor and the hydraulic company, the latter ad- 
mits that the co-defendant is a stockholder, but denies that 
there is any money or property in the company’s pos- 
session belonging to her as dividends on her stock, or 
otherwise. Dismissal is asked, as the defendant denies that 
the plaintiff is entitled to any relief. 

Admission is made that in April, 1898, a judgment was 
recovered against Kate C. Minor, which has not been paid, 
but the statement is also made that the defendant men- 
tioned has no goods, chattels or lands upon which a judg- 
ment can be made by execution or process without the aid 
of a court of equity. Further entanglements in the hy- 
draulic cases are expected. M. V. 


Testing Roller Bearings. 

A test has been made at the Champion Card and Paper 
Company’s works, East Pepperell, Mass., of supercal- 
enders fitted with roller bearings in comparison with plain 
journals. This test was made to determine the saving of 
power before ordering more of the bearings. The Moss- 
berg & Granville Manufacturing Company, 150 Nassau 
street, New York, claims that up to the time it took up 
the application of roller bearings to this line of machinery 
all attempts to make roller bearings a success had proven 
failures, but in March, 1898, the Champion Card and Paper 
Company fitted with roller bearings one 48-inch calender 
built by the Norwood Engineering Company, and in 
March, 1899, another 50-inch calender. It also has in its 
works one 36-inch and two 42-inch calenders with plain 
bearings. 

In making the test the company threw off all the ma- 
chinery, and by taking indicator cards from the engine 
found that the horse power required to drive the shafting 
and that which could not be disconnected from it was 
114 horse power. The calenders were then put on alter- 
nately and it was found that the horse power required to 
drive them, running under ordinary conditions, was as 
follows: 36-inch, 15 horse power; 42-inch, 14 horse power; 
42-inch, 15.92 horse power, all of these being fitted with 
plain bearings; 48-inch, 6.75 horse power; 60-inch, 6.87 
horse power, both of these being fitted with roller bear- 
ings. 

A comparison of the results will show that the saving 
effected was over 50 per cent. in favor of the roller bear-

ing, with the added advantage of the calender running so 
easily as to render it unnecessary to take the weight off of 
the rolls to feed the stock through, in case of the paper 
breaking. These bearings have been in operation two years, 
and what would amount to over three years, running 10 
hours a day, as a large part of the time the calenders are 
in operation nearly double time. 

Calenders fitted with roller bearings are also in use in 
the plants of the Pepperell Card and Paper Company’s and 
the Nashua River Paper Company’s plants, both of East 
Pepperell; of the Crocker-Burbank Company, of Fitchburg, 
Mass., and of S. D. Warren & Co., of Cumberland Mills, 
Me. 


Roller bearings are not only applicable to paper calenders, 
but to all heavy machinery where enough power is used 
to warrant their application. They have been applied to 
Jordan engines, beating engines and many other places to 
save power. 

A case in point illustrating the saving in power of roller 
bearings to Jordan engines is that of an engine made by 
the Emerson Manufacturing Company fitted throughout 
with roller bearings, a similar machine with plain bear- 
ings taking a belt 15 inches wide drawn tightly over the 
pulleys. The Jordan fitted with roller bearings required 
only an 8-inch belt running under no particular tension, 
and did not have to be drawn tight to run the engine with 
ease. 


Roller bearings have been applied to similar machines 
in the past, and with satisfactory results as to the saving 
of power for a short length of time, but the bearings them- 
selves, not being based on mechanical principles, with an 
imperfect selection of material, method of treatment in 
manufacture, &c., have resulted in such disastrous failures 
that roller bearings in general have been condemned. This 
feeling was encountered to a large extent when the Moss- 
berg & Granville Company first began to apply its pat- 
ented roller bearings, which, it claims, are practically in- 
destructible, while the test of time proves them to be dur- 
able. The company states that the surfaces with which 
the rolls come in contact are of the best material, manu- 
factured by a special process and designed to produce the 
best possible results, and that with proper lubrication and 
ordinary care the bearings will pay for themselves many 
times over, and prove an extraordinarily profitable invest- 
ment.

The members of the Philadelphia paper trade, as our 
readers will notice by the interviews printed in the Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL this week and last, are unanimous in 
their opinion that the time is ripe for the organization 
of a trade association in their city. Apparently all are 
willing to join such an association, but there is so large a 
supply of modesty on hand that no one cares to take the 
initiative. 

It will be a misfortune if this opportune time for this 
work be allowed to pass without advantage being taken 
of it. The feeling is so strongly in favor of an association 
that decided action is desirable. It should be taken 
promptly. 

Who will issue the call for a gathering of the Phila- 
delphians? 


American Paper Abroad. 

The German paper maker is in a state of mind. Ac- 
cording to various reports he has visions of a not far dis- 
tant future when his home market, which he now con- 
trols, will be dominated by the American paper manu- 
facturer. The reason for such a catastrophe to him, he 
says, is that we are increasing our mill capacity here very 
greatly, and that we have a lower cost of production than 
is possible in Germany, so that in a short time we will 
flood the German market with paper and ruin the indus- 
try in the “War Lord’s” domain. In his terror at the 
possibilities the German paper maker has formulated a 
demand for higher duties, and the battle on this ques- 
tion is now on. The German publisher, bearing in mind 
advances in the prices of paper made in the recent past, 
forgets that there was any justification for them, and now 
opposes this demand for higher duties. 

It looks as though the German paper maker was not at 
present in the happiest position in the world. On the one 
hand there rises up the dire figure of American com- 
petition, and on the other there is his customer, the pub- 
lisher, opposing his demand for the privilege of having 
his home market guaranteed to him. : 

There has also been in Great Britain somewhat of un- 
easiness because of competition by American paper. In 
its latest issue Paper and Pulp says: 

“There are very few paper makers who have given the 
subject of the cost of driving the machine and drying 
the paper the consideration it deserves. This is the more 
to be regretted, as we are falling behind cther countries 
in the matter of reducing the cost of manufacture. Amer- 
ica has set the world an example in this respect, which has 
been followed by other countries, and if we are to retain, 
not only a fair share of the world’s trade in paper, but 
our own market, it is time we paid more attention to de- 
tails in which economy can be effected.” 

The paper referred to is making an effort to stimulate 
British paper manufacturers to practice economy in the 
departments to which reference is made. They are de- 
partments in which the strictest economy is demanded, 
particularly in Great Britain, where fuel is very high. 

The growing business of American paper manufacturers 
in foreign markets is evidently making some of their com- 
petitors in those markets fear that they will have to adopt 
new methods, not only to retain their share of the world’s 


trade, but to retain their own home business. 


Imports and Exports. 

We print on another page the detailed figures of the im- 
ports and exports of paper and pulp for the months of 
February, 1900 and 1901, and for the eight months ended 
February 28, 1900 and 1901, as prepared by the Bureau of 
Statistics at Washington. They show, as they have shown 
for some time past, distinct gains in our favor. 

In February, 1901, we increased our imports of paper 
$29,084, as compared with similar business in February, 
1900, and in the eight months ended February 28, 1901, 
we increased our imports of paper $218,192, as compared 
with the figures of the corresponding eight months ended 
February 28, 1901. These, figures become insignificant, 
however, when we turn to the other side of the account. 
In February, 1901, we increased otir exports of paper $126,- 
876, as compared with the figures for February, 1900, and 
our gain in export for the eight months ended February 28, 


1901, was $1,080,607, the comparison being made with the 
eight months ended February 28, 1900. 

Looking at it in another way, the figures are yet more 
satisfactory. On the business of February, 1901, we had 
a balance of trade in our favor of $353,254, having imported 
paper to the value of $312,247 and exported it to the value 


of $665,501.

it to the value of $4,912,035—a trade balance in our favor 
of $2,247,307, quite a tidy sum. 

In the pulp department the figures demonstrate a most 
remarkable change. For instance, in February, 1901, we 
only imported pulp to the value of $99,020, as against 
$390,754, the value of our pulp import in February, 1900 
In the eight months ended February 28, 1901, we im- 
ported pulp to the value of $1,070,375, whereas in the eight 
months ended February 28, 1900, our pulp import was 
valued at $1,599,472.

423. In February, 1901, the month’s business rose to 
$95,705.

Government Information as to Paper 

Occasionally the United States Government, in its offi 
cial publications, pays some slight attention to the paper 
and pulp industry. Its information, if statistical in charac- 
ter, is so badly classified as to be of comparatively little 
service, and if not statistical is sometimes misleading, and 
at other times absolutely erroneous. 

For instance, in the Monthly Bulletin of the Bureau of 
American Republics for March, in an article entitled “The 
Manufacture of Paper,” the unnamed writer says: “The 
habit of correspondence has multiplied with increasing 
rapidity under the stimulus of lower postal charges in the 
United States. The demand for newspapers grows daily 
greater, while books and pamphlets make tremendous 
drains on paper manufacturers’ stock. For newspapers, the 
amount of paper used in 1900 was millions of tons.” Mil- 
lions of tons sounds big, but the cold fact is that, figuring 
a daily production of 2,200 tons, and a working year of 300 
days, the United States in 1900 produced only 660,000 tons 
of newspaper. This is a long ways from “millions of tons.” 

Again, in the same article, the unnamed writer says: 
“The manufacturers believe that within a few years the 
amount of wood pulp exported will reach a valuation of 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 yearly. The exports of 
wood pulp in 1895 amounted to $2,135,000, and grew gradu- 
ally until 1899, when they were valued at $5,477,000.” Per- 
haps they were, but not by the United States Bureau of 
Statistics, which states that during the year ended June 
30, 1899, the United States manufacturers of pulp exported 
55,932,270 pounds of their product, valued at $696,319. 
“Grew gradually” may accord with the facts, but not as 
they are presented by the imaginative Government writer. 

In the Consular Reports for April, 1901, appears a map 
which is designed to show the “United States manufac- 
tures in the world’s markets.” It is an outline map of the 
world, there being printed on the various foreign coun- 
tries the names of United States products that go to those 
countries. It shows that we send paper to the Hawaiian 
Islands and Ecuador and paper goods to the Philippines, 
but there is no sign of United States paper having ever 
reached Australia, New Zealand, Great Britain, Japan 
or other countries, the largest buyers that we have. 

This week the Division of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department issued a Monthly Summary of the Commerce 
of the Island of Cuba, in which the absurd classification 
that was perpetrated in the Monthly Summary of the Com- 
merce of the Philippines is repeated. The classification 
includes “paper pulp in sheets,” “all other,” “‘paste and 
carton piérre”’ and “wrought.” The War Department 
ought to abolish this classification or else supply with it a 
key by which some glimmer of its meaning might be ob- 


tained.

Seeks to Recover from Directors. 


Boston, April 2.—Judge Knowlton, in the 
Court yesterday, heard a bill in equity brought by the In- 
ternational Paper Company vs. the Gazette Company, of 
Worcester, Mass., and three of its 1899 directors, Charles 
A. Chase, David B. Howland and Josiah H. Clarke, to 
have the individual defendants held, under Public Statutes, 
Chap. 106, Section 60, liable for, and ordered to pay, a 
judgment of $1,253 recovered by the plaintiff against the

defendant corporation, upon the ground that they, as such 
officers, knowingly swore to a false certificate of its con- 
dition as of May 9, 1899. The defendant corporation pub- 
lished a newspaper at Worcester. 

The return which it is alleged was signed and sworn to 
by these individual defendants on June 13, 1899, and filed 
at the State House on July 3, 1809, contained a statement 
as to the assets of the defendant company at its last pre- 
ceding annual meeting of May 9, 1899, representing that 
it had machinery of the value of $20,000, cash and debts re- 
ceivable of the value of $8,500, manufactures, material and 
stock in process of the value of $1,500, and advertising 
contracts, subscriptions, news franchise and good will of 
the value of $60,000. The plaintiff claims that the value of 
the assets was, in fact, worth much less than these figures 
represented. The defendant company some time after the 
1899 return was made failed 

The case was tried on the single question as to whether 
the personal defendants knew when they signed the certifi- 
cate of 1899 that it was false. The defendants denied that 
they did. They said, in substance, that it had been pre- 
pared and handed to them to sign and swear to, and that 
they did so, relying upon it as true, and not looking into 
it. They said that they had no knowledge at the time that 
it contained false statements, and also that they had no in- 
tention of deceiving anybody. They deny that they are 
liable under the statute.

Digester—Paper Bag—Manufacture of Paper—Coating Ma~ 
chine—Waterproof Casein—Paper Box—Imita- 
tion Wood from Wood Pulp. 


Bertrand S. Summers, of Chicago, IIl., has been granted 
patent No. 670,485, for a digester for the chemical treat- 
ment of substances. The digester is illustrated herewith: 

Figure 1 is a view of two digesters in elevation, par- 
tially in section. Fig. 2 is a plan view thereof. 

The digesters a b are provided with covers a’ b’, re- 
spectively, which can be removed for the insertion of the 
material to be treated, and which are capable of being 
locked in position to withstand pressure within the di- 
gester. Upon the respective covers are provided the pres- 
sure gauges a’ b’, thermometers a’ b* and the valves a’ b’. 
Within the digester a is a coil of steam pipes a’, con- 
nected by pipe a® with a boiler or other steam supply, 
while a coil of steam pipes b° is provided within the di- 
gester b and connected with the steam supply by a pipe 0”. 
In the pipes a° and b* are the valves a’ b°. The coils a 
and b° are connected with an exhaust by means of pipes 
a* b*, respectively. A pipe c extends between and con- 
nects the lower ends of the digesters, and has two valves 
c’ c’ on opposite sides of a pipe d connected therewith and 
having connected thereto a pipe d’, extending to a water 
tank or supply, and a pipe d’, extending to an exhaust, 
valves d° d‘ being provided in the respective pipes. A 
pipe e extends from the pipe c, and is connected with a 
pipe e’, extending to the steam supply, and with a pipe e’, 
extending to a vacuum pump or ejector, valves e° e* being 
provided in the respective pipes. 

“The apparatus as described,” says the inventor, “al- 
though applicable for various purposes, is particularly de- 
signed for the treatment of paper pulp, fibres, such as flax, 
and the like, to permit the same chemical solution to 
operate successively upon substances in the two digesters, 
and, furthermore, to permit the access of a second liquid 
or solution to each digester after the first solution is 
passed therefrom. The solution being in the digester a 
and the pulp or other material being immersed therein 
and the cover a’ secured in position, steam is passed 
through the coils a to heat the solution to the proper 
temperature. At the completion of the operation when 
it is desired to transfer the solution to the other digester 


the valves c and e* are opened, whereby a vacuum is cre- 
ated within the digester b, and the valve e* is then closed 
and the valve c’ opened, whereby the digester b is placed 
in communication with the digester a. The pressure with- 
in the digester a and the vacuum within the digester b 
create a difference of pressure which effects the transfer 
of the solution from the digester a to the digester 6. To

assist the vacuum in effecting the transfer, the steam pres- 
sure in the digester from which the liquid is removed 
may be employed, or the digester from which the liquid 
is being removed may be connected with the atmosphere 
by opening, for instance, the valve a’, in which case the 
pressure of the atmosphere will assist the vacuum in effecting 
the transfer. After the transfer the valves c’ and ¢ are 
closed and steam is passed through the coils 6° to heat the 
solution to the proper degree. In order to subject the pa- 
per pulp or other material in the digester a to the second 
liquid or solution, the valves c’, a° and d® are opened and 
the liquid from a tank or other source of supply is ad- 


mitted to the digester a, or where the liquid desired is 
water the valves e* and ¢’ may be opened to admit steam 
to the interior of the digester, the steam being condensed 
therein by the admission of water through the valve a* or 
otherwise to produce the liquid. After the liquid has been 
conveyed to the digester a steam may be passed through 
the coil a* to heat the liquid to the desired temperature. 
At the completion of this operation the valves c’ and d‘ 
may be opened to permit the pressure within the digester 
to force the liquid through the pipes c, d and d to the 
exhaust, or by opening valves c’ and d° the liquid may be 
forced back into the tank. The valves are then closed, 
and when it is desired to convey the solution from the di- 
gester b back to the digester a the valves c’ and eé* are 
opened to create a vacuum within the digester a, and then 
the valve e* is closed.and the valve <@ opened to permit the 
solution to flow from digester b to digester a. At the com- 
pletion of the operation upon the material within the di- 
gester the cover thereof may be removed to permit the 
withdrawal of the material.”

About two years ago last June, Mr. Mossberg, of the Mossberg Manufacturing Com 
pany, Attleboro, Mass. (mow the Mossberg & Granville Manufacturing Company, Manu 
facturers’ Building, this city), when visiting our works one day and hearing of our trouble, 
stated that he had a way of curing it, and he then gave us an account of the Roller Bear 
ing he had invented and some tests that he had made, and expressed a desire to have us 
try it, which we readily agreed to do. He fitted up the mill two years ago last August, or 
about that time. This mill had been run about 15’ per minute, and was driven with a 6” 
belt and a 4” rider over that. The belts were stuffed besides acing run very tightly. When 
the mill was started up with the new bearings, we ran them with a 1” belt and produced 
as much work per hour as we did with our two belts under the previous conditions which 
we have named. Besides, they could be run ten hours per day without any perceptible 
heating. é 
We concluded afterward, however, to put on a 2” belt, and also to speed our mill up 
to 45’ per minute (instead of 15’), where it is now running. This mill has done excellent 
service, and, so far as we can see, is as good as the day it was put in. 

We have many times been asked what we considered the life of the Roller Bearing 
would be under the conditions we are using them. We, of course, could give no answer 
to this beyond the fact that they have now run over two years and done good service. 

About one year ago last August we bought a new mill, 8”xi2", of Mr Mossberg, 
fitted it up the same way, which is doing equally as good service and is perfectly satisfac 
tory up to date. s 4 

e are not surprised that people who had heard the story had questioned in their 
minds whether it was true or not. The facts, however, are as stated, and we should be 
willing to show the mill at any time to those who are interested.

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CANADA FINDS NEW RESOURCES. 


An Immense Tract of Arable Land and Forest Explored in 
Ontario—What It Consists Of—Large 
Quantity of Pulp Wood. 





MontreEAL, April 1.—As the result of a recent explora- 
tion made under the direction of the Crown Lands De- 
partment of Ontario it has been ascertained that there 
exists an immense valuable and hitherto overlooked dis- 
trict in the northern part of the province. This district 
is said to have almost illimitable resources, including great 
quantities of pulp wood and millions of acres of good agri- 
cultural land. 

It consists of a tract of arable land stretching from the 
Quebec boundary west across the districts of Nippissing, 
Algoma and Thunder Bay and comprising an area of about 
24,500 square miles or 15,680,000 acres. The soil is a clay 
or clay loam, nearly all suitable for farming purposes, and 
the region is watered by the Moose River and its tribu- 
taries, the Abitibi, Mettgami and Missinable and the AIl- 
bany and its tributaries, the Kenogami and Ogoke. Along 
this last stream alone a tract of good land was found ex- 
tending on both sides of the river for a distance of more 
than 40 miles and in the district of Rainy River another 
extensive area of good land was found comprising about 
600 square miles or 384,000 acres. 

One of the most important discoveries made by the ex- 
plorers was the location of a great pulp wood forest north 
of the ridge extending across the districts of Nippissing, 
Algoma and Thunder Bay. The timber embraces all the 
common pulp woods such as spruce, poplar, jackpine and 
balm of gilead, as well as tamarack and cedar along the 
banks of the streams. It is generally of good quality, 
usually thick on the ground and ranges in size up to 3 feet 
in diameter. In the district of Nippissing an extensive 
pine forest was explored and estimated to contain about 
3,000,000,000 feet. 


Paper from Megas. 

Quinton Hogg, who presided at the 
meeting of the United Railway and Trading Company, Ltd., 
held in London, gave an account of his recent visit to 


recent statutory 


the United States on the company’s business,+says the 
World’s Paper Trade Review. The profits of the railway 
were increasing, and at Kenilworth, La., it had a fully 
equipped sugar factory, and an order had been placed for 
the erection of a paper mill. 

Mr. Hogg, in referring to paper making, said: “This 
to me, has a peculiar interest; for nearly twenty years ago 
I put up a paper factory on one of my own estates in Brit- 
ish Guiana. We made paper, but not successfully. I 
hardly know for what reason, except that the man who 
believed in it was 4,000 miles away, and the man who per- 
haps did not believe in it was on the spot. Therefore the 
paper mill was abandoned. Certainly the conditions for 
making paper in Demerara are not nearly so favorable as 
they are in Louisiana. One chief reason for that is that 
our coal in Louisiana costs us only 12s. per ton, while 
our coal in Demerara costs about 30s. per ton. Well, it 
will take probably 2 tons of coal to make a ton of paper, 
and you have also to supply coal for your sugar factory 
to take the place of the megas; so that the price of coal 
becomes a very serious item when you come to deal with 
the value of megas as fuel and paper respectively. How- 
ever, conditions have considerably altered during the last 
fifteen or twenty years; so when I got out to Louisiana 
I did two things. One was to visit a factory in Texas 
where paper is actually being made out of megas, and 
then, in order to satisfy otirselves beyond all possibility 
of doubt, Mr. Hopkins and myself arranged to hire a 
small paper mill in Louisiana, to ship the megas by car 
from Louisiana to Indiana, and to run this paper mill for 
a few days with megas only. I will give you a brief ac- 
count of both operations. In the first place, I visited Mr. 
Cunningham’s place at Sugarlands, where paper was being 
made until quite recently from. megas. The only reason 
that it was not being made during my visit was that a hur- 
ricane had ripped off the roof of the paper mill and prac- 
tically wrecked it. However, I saw a considerable quan- 
tity of paper which had been made. I saw the machinery, 
which was of a very antiquated description, and I saw the 
huge piles of megas and diffusion chips which were ac- 
cumulated for the purpose of making paper. We were 
convinced that paper had been made for some years from 
Then we began our own ex- 
We shipped a large car of megas capable of 


crushed sugar cane megas. 
periments. 


holding 30 tons of heavy merchandise. Megas is light, so 
we did not get nearly that amount into the car. We stayed 
at Indiana for something like a fortnight, looked over the 
machinery, and hired some hands to run the mill, and 
made the paper from the megas, the result being particu- 
I have samples of the paper here, which 
The main object of 


larly satisfactory. 
I shall be pleased to show you later. 
this experiment was not to ascertain whether we could 
make paper from megas—that I had no doubt about—but 
the exact proportion of paper we could get from megas, 
about which considerable doubt existed. We went 
through a very exhaustive trial, and the conclusion I came 
to from actual results was that we should get from our 
canes something like 7 or 8 tons of paper from 100 tons 
We also proved that this paper was of very fair 
quality. Paper made from megas to-day is selling at $40 
a ton, and I think a somewhat high estimate of expenses 
would be $20 per ton for the manufacture of that paper. 
With these facts before us, we communicated with Mr. 
Braithwaite, in London, and finally I was left behind in 
the United States to arrange for the erection of a first- 
class paper mill capable of dealing with about 25 tons of 
paper a day. I consulted Mr. Tower, of the firm of 
Tower & Wallace, who, I believe, are the first expert 
architects for paper mills in the United States, and after 
visiting Louisiana again with him, and pegging out on 
the spot the exact place where we wished the factory put 
up, the order is now being placed. The cost to the com- 
pany will be something like $160,000. We have put by 
something like $200,000 for the purpose, and the company 
has assets with which to pay for this. You are aware that 
when we formed the company the directors had this in 
mind. As to the prospects of the company, the impres- 
sion I formed was that the railway profits were somewhat 
understated when we estimated them at £8,000 for the year. 
I am quite in hopes that they will reach £10,000. Last 
year the sugar factory dealt with a very much smaller 
quantity of cane than we had hoped. We expected to get 
70,000 tons from purchases and our own estate; but we 
only got 46,000 tons, and the profit on that was something 
like £16,000. The figures at present are not quite com- 
plete; but they will be somewhat in that neighborhood. 
The profit on the paper ought, I think, to be not very far 
short of the profit on the sugar.”
